1.2.2 Survey Methodology 

1.2.2.1 The Survey Units and The Tools Implemented: The scope of this 
baseline survey was highly focused to the CARE SoLARR/ BPRM program, 
with the high emphases on the requirement of logical framework and M&E 
plan of the program, (see annex II). The SoLARR program goals were mainly 
the focal points targeted in this baseline survey. 

Based upon the diversity of needs for information and enhancing female role 
in diagnosis of baseline situation, the survey is focused to the following four 
"social units" within the SoLARR targeted communities: 

1. Household heads (men) 

2. House wives (women) 

3. Men informant groups of the communities 

4. Women informant groups of the communities 

For direct interviews, and collecting information from each categories of the 
survey units four separate baseline survey forms (questionnaires) were 

prepared. 

1. A survey form for individual men 

2. A survey form for individual women 

3. A survey form for community men group 

4. A survey form for community women group. 

For reviewing the content of the four survey forms, see annex (III). 
Male and female survey groups trained by the CARE provincial offices carried 
out this baseline survey in all of the SoLARR focused communities. The 
number of the community groups and individual men and women surveyed are 
presented in (table 2 of the text page 4). 

1.2.2.2 Sampling Frame And Sample Selection: In each one of the SoLARR 13 
communities the "present households" have been used as a sampling frame 
for men and women individual interviews. Also the 13 communities, from each 
one of which a group is interviewed, have been a frame for selecting groups, 
representing the knowledgeable and informants of the communities. 

The individual (men, women) and the group interviews in each one of the 
communities are summarized in table (2). This table illustrates that totally 210 
men & 223 women have participated in 13 groups interviews respectively in 
the surveyed communities. Totally in 13 selected communities, 74 individual 
men and 68 individual women have been interviewed through using individual 
survey format. It is to be noted that table (3), page (4) illustrates the 
proportionality of selected households as a sample in each community for 
individual interviews. 

Here the communities "present households" were serving as a sampling 
frame" In all of the 13 SoLARR surveyed communities, the (%) or proportion 
of the "present households" selected as a sample from all of the communities 
varies from (1.6%) in Rawza to (19%) in Karez Ata Mohad of Ghazni province.

2 2 BASELINE DATA ON SOLARR INTERMEDIATE 

GOALS 

Intermediate goals are the program/ project targets for bringing immediate 
outcomes of the interventions on various aspects of community needs. For 
examples changes in access, quality and quantity of resources in the 
communities, are generally set as intermediate goals of projects or programs 
before the programs/ projects are reaching to their sustainable, "impacts" on 
the livelihood of the communities households. 

In SoLARR/ BPRM program, (see M&E plan and logical framework annex II) 
the intermediate goals to be achieved are as follows: 

2.2.1 Increase in crops and livestock production of 6,000 
households in SoLARR targeted province by 30%.

Table (4) of text illustrate that yield/ Ha. of major crop (wheat) is almost 4 time higher in 
Wardak compare to that in Ghazni. One of the reason for this higher yield is more land 
reported with sufficient water in Wardak and no land with sufficient water in Ghazni 
provinces, (see table 7a of annex I). 

2.2.1.2 Production of Livestock Products: 

The baselines for this indicator (livestock production) is reported in "wheat 
equivalent per households" see (table 2, annex I & figure 5). From the 7 
surveyed communities of Ghazni, 4 have reported this indicator ranging from 4 
to 620 wheat Kg/ HH. In Wardak because of small animal husbandry scale 
livestock & livestock products/ HH is not reported in table 2, annex I and figure 
5. It is to be noted that the main livestock products reported were 
milk, yogurt, ghee, quroot, meat, eggs, chicken, wool and skin. The conversion 
of these product to wheat equivalent are based on (1 kg of wheat = Rs. 11) 
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Figure (5) : Livestock and Livestock products/ HH (Table 2, annex I) 
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2.2.1.3 Area of Land under Agricultural Production 

The detailed baseline data for this indicator at community level is calculated in 
table (3), annex (I) and illustrated in figure (3). It is in the form of irrigated land 
per household under cash crops {vegetables and fruits) and under major crops 
(wheat & corn). From this reference table, average Ha/ HH under major crops 
and cash crops at provincial level are calculated in table (5) of the text as 
follows:

In table (5) a comparative view of irrigated land area per household by type of 
crops, indicates that the maior crop wheat , has the highest planted ha./ HH in 
both, Ghazni & Wardak provinces. Following to wheat, fruits and vegetables 
are having relatively highly coverage in both of the provinces. Land area/ HH 
in all crops are given in the last row of the table. On % bases, (see last two 
colurrins of table 5), in Ghazni 48% of HH irrigated land are in cash crops and 
52% are in major crops, while in Wardak, it is almost in the apposite proportion 
51% in cash crops & 49% in major crops. 
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2.2.2 Intermediate Goal 2: 

The statement of this goal is as follows; 



By August 31, 2000, income of 6,000 households (50% recently resettled refugee 
households) in Ghazni and Wardak provinces will have significantly increased by 
20%. 



The indicators and the required data collected in baseline survey for this goal 

are as follows: 

2.2.2.1 Proportion of land under cash crops 

2.2.2.2 Income from the sale of crops 

2.2.2.3 Income from the sale of livestock products 

2.2.2.4 Income from non-farm businesses 

2.2.2.1 Proportion of land under cash crops: 

This indicator is calculated in table (6) of text. Here the total Ha. In 5 

vegetable crops and 4 fruits are reported by all of the selected 13 surveyed 

communities in each one of the two SoLARR targeted provinces. 

As table 6 illustrate the proportion land allocation to major crops , cash crops 

& forage crops at provincial level are as follows in each one of the two 

provinces: 

' In Ghazni: 

- Major crops covers 62% of irrigated land 

- Cash crops covers 20% of irrigated land 

- Forage crops covers 1 8% of irrigated land 

In Wardak: 

- Major crops covers 40% of irrigated land 

- Cash crops covers 41% of irrigated landi 

- Forage crops covers 19% of irrigated land 

The higher proportion of land (40%) allocated in cash crops in Wardak 
compare to 20% in Ghazni is due to the fact that Wardak has close location to 
Kabul the largest urban marketing center for cash crop. While in Ghazni due 
to limited provincial marking scale and insufficiency of irrigation water there 
are no incentives for relatively intensive cash crop growing activities. 

It is to be noted that the baseline survey of "SoLAR_EU" has reflected almost 
the same proportionality of land use in cash crops & other crops in the 
communities of these two neighboring provinces (Ghazni & Wardak).

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2.2.2.2 Income from sale of "Cash crops & major crops": 

*This indicator is shown at the community and provincial levels in table (7) of 

the text. The measurement for this and all other income sources* are given at 

"wheat equivalent" per households, per year in this table. 

As illustrated in the table, incomes from "cash crops" are reported in 13 

communities of the two provinces of Ghazni and Wardak. As an average at 

provincial Level, these incomes are 712 and 769 kg of wheat equivalent / HH 

Respectively. 

At the community level, In Ghazni, the community of "Rawza" has shown the 
highest income 1474 Kg / HH and "Karez Ata Mohd" the lowest 377 Kg wheat 
equivalent / HH respectively. 

In Wardak income from cash crops are highest 1567 kg w.eq./ HH in the 
community of Khuajagan and the lowest 301 kg w.eq. in the community of 
Chaghar. 

At the selected communities of both provinces income from the "major crops" 
as an average were reported 690 kg w.eq./ HH and 1556 kg w.eq./ HH 
regarding to major crops clarification is not given wheat it was from surplus 
production or covers the value whale production including the amount of 
house consumption.

2 2 2 3 Income from sale of Livestock and Livestock Production: 

In table 7, of the text, income of the households from "livestock" and "livestock 
products" are reported only in five surveyed communities of Ghazni. In general 
the sale of "small livestock" is relatively providing more income than the sale of 
"livestock product", in almost all of the surveyed communities of Ghazni. This 
difference appears to be due to more "home consumption" of "livestock 
product" by the households in the form of food materials which has not been 
covered in the baseline survey. 
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2.2.2.3 Income of the households from Non farm Business: 

This indicator is reflecting the non-farm business and employment status of 
the households at community and provincial level of the SoLARR targeted 
areas. The required data collected as a baseline for employment aspect of 
households livelihood security is given in table (4) Annex I. 

This information is illustrated in figure 6, in the text. 

The sources of income including those from non farm activities are shown in 
table 7 of the text. 

The indicators required for this aspects of the household livelihood are as 
follows: 

1- Non-farm employment at community & provincial level (table 4, 
annex I & figure 6) 

2- Paid employment at the household level (table 4, annex I & figure 

6) 

3- Income in kg wheat equivalent / HH/ year from non-farm 
employment (table 4, annex I, table 7 of text & figure 6) 

Non-farm employment (No. 3 above) is divided into two types 

(a) Paid non farm employment 

(b) Self non-farm employment 

Both types are based on a broad scope of local activities and skills: 
t • Carpentry 

• Black smithy 

• Masonry 

• Tailoring 

• Carpet weaving 

• Government jobs 

• NGOs activities 

• Shop keeping 

• Etc. 

Table (4) Annex (I) & figure 6 illustrate that paid employment at community level 
is only reported in 3 communities of Ghazni and 6 communities of Wardak. The 
total numbers of people employed in this type of employment in these two 
provinces are reported 69 and 88 persons respectively. 

Self-emplovment has some how a broader base in Ghazni, 259 persons in all of 

the 7 surveyed communities. In Wardak it is 124 persons, (see figure 6 ) 

Paid emolovment at the level of (average number / household) is reported in very 

limited scale in 2 communities of Ghazni and 3 communities of Wardak. 

The income/ HH from "non-farm activities" in "kg wheat equivalent" is given in the 

right side column of the employment & income table. (Table 4, annex I & figure 

7). * 

The sources of non-farm income in Ghazni and Wardak communities relates to 
both paid and self-employment."*"

The data for non-farm income and employment at the household level is reported by Household head (individual men 
interviews) while the employment at community leve l is reported by community men group interviews. In table 4. annex (I) 
these dual sources doesn't confirm each other in some of the surveyed communities. 

In the communities of "Deh Esa" and "Safari Khail" in Jaghato income from "non farm employment" is reported by 
"individual men" at the level of zero, (or not reported), while paid and self employment levels which are basically reported 
by "men group interview" are in considerable scales., (see table 4 annex I)

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2.2.3 Intermediate Goal 3: 

The statement of this goal is as follows: 



By August 31, 2000, 20% of destroyed houses in project villages in Ghazni and 
Wardak provinces are rebuilt or repaired by the resettled refugee. 



The required indicators and baseline data for this intermediate goal is shown in 
table 5, annex I, figure 8 and 9 as follows: 

2.2.3.1 The Number of Houses Rebuilt: For this indicator (see table 5 annex I, 
figure 8 & 9) the newly built houses during the last 2 years in the SoLARR 
targeted communities are reported as follows: 

• 269 houses in 5 communities of Ghazni 

• 390 houses in 4 communities of Wardak 



2.2.3.2 The Number Houses Repaired: Here in table 5 annex I the repaired 
houses during the last two years are reported as follows: 

• 111 houses in 6 communities of Ghazni 

• 329 houses in 4 communities of Wardak 

In addition to the required data for the two' indicators (houses built & houses 
repaired), the data for the presently destroyed houses and presently habitable 
houses are also collected and displayed in table (5), annex (I) and figure (9). 
The statistical figures displayed in this table and figure is showing the presently 
destroyed houses and presently habitable houses as follows: 

• The presently destroyed houses in 7 surveyed communities of Ghazni 
and 4 surveyed communities of Wardak are respectively 436 and 269 
houses 

• The presently habitable houses in the surveyed communities of Ghazni 
and Wardak are 2067 and 826 respectively.

It appears that irrigation water needs for the returnees are the most critical 
problem as identified by group interviews. Following to that become potable 
water, housing, unemployment and income. For reporting of these problems at 
community level by group interviews, see (table 17, annex I). 

2.2.5.2 Forums* held by communities for Returnees re-integration: 

In community group interviews, community "Forums" related to Returnees 
unsolved problems was held. These forums (see table 18, annex I) were 
focused to irrigation water and potable water and some for other needs in 
limited number of communities. 

• In 3 communities of Ghazni on problems of irrigation water 

• In 2 communities of Ghazni on problem of potable water 



• Community Forum: il is an initiative or probiem-sliooling gathering formed in a community when there are 
unsolvabic (clinkered) issues that cannot be solved at the household or village or some locality level. Usually elders, 
inlbrmants or opinion leaders take part in ihe lorums. Al the local level expression it is called "Jergah". Jergah m ^^ 
Af-hanistan tradition can be iield al community, tribal or national levels. At national level it is called "Loya Jerga" 

which mean "Big forum). 
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• In 1 community of Wardak on problems of education & mosque 
construction 

• In 1 community of Wardak on problem of irrigation water 

2.2.5.3 Returnees relatives & social interactive relationship in the communities: 

Through returnees individual HH women interviews, relatives of the returnees 
and visits of the returnees HH with their relatives were reported (see table 20, 
annex I). Here 44 HH women have been interviewed in Ghazni and 25 in 
Wardak. As the table illustrate, weddings . Eids, Funeral & patient seeing has 
been the main visit occasions in 7 communities of Ghazni and invitation . 
weddings , and funerals have been reported as the main visit occasions in some 
related communities in Wardak. 

2.2.5.4 Loan availability by the community to the Returnees: 

Through information for returnees HH women interviews, those Returnees HH 
who received loans from their communities are reported and stratified by 
areas of needs in (table 21 annex I). As the table illustrates 18 HH (19%)*, 
received loans from their communities for food needs 6 HH (6.3%) for house 
building and (6.3%) for business. In Wardak (see the same annex), from 47- 
surveyed HH, 10 HH (21%)* received loan from their communities. 
On community base loans, see annex I, table 21 for other important need 
areas such as housing, business ... etc for which some returnees HHs have 
obtained loans from their community sources. 

2.2.5.5 Involvement of returnees in their own problem identification & in 
community participations: 

Individual women and men of the returnees HH have reported their main 
problems on community bases in the SoLARR based provinces of Ghazni 
and Wardak. Table 19, annex I presents the number of returnees men and 
women interviewed through the baseline survey and the number of these 
interview who have reported their main problems. The information of this 
annex table is summarized in table 9 of the text, in the following page as 
follows: ' 

• Unemployment and irrigation water are the most important 
problem reported by men and housing & education are the most 
important problem reported by women in Ghazni. 

• In Wardak, irrigation water, potable water and agricultural needs 
are the main problems reported by men and potable water & 
housing reported by women.

Related to participation of Returnees in community decision-making process, their 
taking part in SoLARR baseline survey is taken as an indicator. Here in-group 
interviews, returnees proportion in each group of men and women are calculated in (%) 
in 7 communities of Ghazni and all women returnees groups in Wardak province, (see 
table 22, annex I). 

On this aspect in Ghazni: 

• In men group interviews, the proportions of returnees were from 32% up to 
70% in 7 communities of Ghazni. The average proportion was 52%. 

• In Women groups, the returnees proportion was between (0 - 50%) while 
the average proportion was 26%. 

This deference in average proportion in-group interview implies that all returnee women 
have not been gathered in group to be interviewed. 

In each community of Wardak, only equal number (20 women pure returnees women 
groups) have been interviewed in each one of the 6 surveyed communities. Mixed, 
returnee and none returnees women groups have not been interviewed by the survey 
group, (see table 22, annex I) 
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2.3 BASELINE DATA FOR SoLARR OUTPUT GOALS 



Project inputs through various projects activities such as, repairing, 
construction, maintenance, providing saving, facilitating, training & etc, are 
transformed into outcomes in the form of project outputs. Outputs are always 
the bases for project effects and impacts . This transformation processes of 
inputs to outputs and effects and impact are based on the assumption that all 
of the related factors linked to the production process (physical environmental, 
socioeconomic... etc) are in normal prospective status. 
In M&E plan, totally there are 9 output goals planed* for SoLARR/ BPRM. The 
indicators and the required data collected through the baseline survey for 
these goals are presented as follows: 

2.3.1 Water Availability (output goal 1) 

The statement o f this output goal: 

Water available for the irrigation of 2,000 hectares of land is increased by 50%. 



There are three main indicators for this output goal: 

2.3.1.1 Area of land irrigated 

2.3.1.2 Land under fruit trees 

2.3.1 .3 Volume of water in channels 

2.3.1.1 Area of land irrigated: Table (7a), annex (I) and figure (12), 
text shows the required data related to land water sufficiency status 
on community levels. 

• In 7 communities of Ghazni, no irrigated agricultural land area 
was reported with sufficient water *, totally in the 7 communities, 
958 ha. of land was reported with insufficient water * . 2660 ha 
was reported with no water. 

• In the 6 communities of Wardak, 4 communities reported 289 ha. 
of irrigated land with sufficient water , all of the 4 communities in 
the occasion of survey reported 2083 ha. with insufficient water 
and 73 ha. with no irrigation water at all. , 



' Agricullural land with sufficient water implies that the optimum frequency of irrigation is available to the typical 
crops grown in the communities. 

Agricultural land with insufficient water means that for the typical crops the frequency of irrigation is bellow the 
typical crop water requirements. 
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2.3.1.2 Land under fruit trees: Table (7a), annex (I) & figure (13) 
text, shows the required data related to land under fruit trees and 
agroforastry as follows: 

• In Ghazni, 1 community reported a total of 0.2 hectors of land 
under fruit trees with sufficient water , 6 communities reported 140 
ha. under fruit trees with insufficient wate r. 

^ • In the 6 communities of Wardak, 4 communities reported 13.5 ha 
of land under fruit trees with sufficient water . In all of the 6 
surveyed communities 147.5 ha of orchard land was shown with 
insufficient water . 

As table 7a and figure 12, and 13 illustrate the baseline data on 
indicator (2.3.1.1) and (2.3.1.2) illustrate highly insufficient water 
for both crops and orchards in the surveyed communities of 
Ghazni and Wardak. i 

2.3.1.3 Volume of Water in Channels: Table (7b), annex (1) and 

figure 14 shows the required data related to the volume of water in 
the irrigation channels. Here the baseline survey has focused on the 
loss of irrigation water from the source to the field along the locally 
dug water transference channels/ streams. This loss because of 
seepage and evaporation is due to poor structures (soil lining) of the 
local water transference systems (networks). The loss measured by 
engineers of the SoLARR survey group is reported in (%) at the 
highly level up to 100% from some of the irrigation sources (see 
table 7b, annex (I) & figure (14) for details. 

The required data for this indicator is reported on channels of the 
three main irrigation sources in terms of % loss. These irrigation 
sources are: 

(1): Canals (River), (2): Karez & (3): spring. Measurement of water 
(liter/ secant) is taken at the outlet point from the source and at the 
inlet point to the nearest field and the % loss is given for each 
community. 

For each province, this output indicator is briefed as follows: 

• For Ghazni, the main sources of irrigation water were: 

1- Karez, where the water losses ware ranging from 17% - 22% 
in 5 communities. 

2- Canals, where the losses were not reported. 

3- Springs, where the losses were ranging from 10% - 100% 

• For Wardak, the water losses are reported as follows: 

1- In canals water losses were from 2% - 27% 

2- In karezes water losses were from 16% - 72% 

3- In Springs water losses were from 5% - 21% 
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Figure (12) : Water availability For Agr. Land (Table 7a, annex i)

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2.3.2 Protection of Land from Flood Erosion (output goal 2): 

The statement of this output goal: 

200 hectares of land is protected from flood erosion. 



The indicators for this output goal is basically the pre project status of 
agricultural land area lost due to flood erosion, flood control system and flood 
destruction in SoLARR targeted communities. Data collected in the baseline 
survey mainly deals with the following aspects of land-flood situation. 

2.32.1 Land erosion status 

2.3.2.2 Flood control system needed 

2.3.2.3 Flood destruction 

Table (8), annex (I) and figure (15) provides the data collected on these 
aspects of "land-flood" situations as follows: 

2.3.2.1 Land Erosion Status: The main aspects are briefed as follows: 

- In 7 communities of Ghazni 40 ha. of agricultural land are eroded and 
39 ha are prone to erosion. 

- In the province of Wardak, the 4 surveyed communities have reported 
. 10.7 ha of eroded and 60.3 ha of land prone to erosion. 

- , Totally in all of the 2 provinces, the surveyed communities have shown 

51.1 * ha of eroded and 205. 7 * ha of land prone to erosion. 
The erosion status (eroded and prone to erosion) of land area on community 
bases are illustrated graphically in figure (15). 

In addition to the status of land lost or prone to be lost due to flood, table (8) 
annex (I) have also provided data on, flood control structures needed, land 
terracing needed, irrigation system destroyed and houses damaged in some of 
the surveyed communities. 

2.3.3 Small livestock owned by Women (output goal 3): 

The statement of this output goal: 

Average number of small livestock owned by 40 vulnerable women increases by 20% 



Three main indicators are focused upon this goal in the baseline survey. 

2.3.3.1 Number of small livestock (chicken, sheep, goat) own by 
women or by household in SoLARR areas. 

2.3.3.2 Condition of small livestock. 

2.3.3.3 Number of trained livestock specialist. 

* In some occasion people have typically given an impression of bad flooding situation to the surveyors or eroded 
non agricultural land may have been reported as agricultural land.

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The statuses of information on these indicators are presented in table (9). annex 
(I) & figure 16. 

As this table illustrates, from all of the 13 surveyed communities in the 2 
provinces of Ghazni and Wardak no responses were collected on women level 
livestock ownership *. However, data has been collected at the "household levels 
ownership" of livestock for 5 communities of Ghazni and 3 communities of 
Wardak. 

On the household level average per HH ownership of 2 small livestock ownership 
were reported in Ghazni and 2 livestock ownership was reported in Wardak. 
In the communities of Ghazni and Wardak 17 households have reported small 
livestock in bad condition. 

On condition of small livestock (normal or bad). 7 communities of Ghazni, 10 
households have reported small livestock of HH in normal and of the 6 HH is reported in 
bad condition. See annex I table 9 and figure 17. 

In 6 communities of Wardak "households reported small livestock in bad conditions. 

Regarding the indicator (2.3.3.3) the number of specialist trained none of the 13 
communities has given any report or this reporting is at zero level. 

2.3.4 Women Savings from Investment on Livestock (output goal 4): 

The statement of this output goal 

40 women sftving regularly and investing money in productive small livestock activities. 



Four main indicators were focussed upon this goal in the baseline survey: 

1) Number of women "saving groups" established in the 
communities 

2) Number of "women" saving regularly 

3) Average "amount" of saving per women 

4) Number of women "having used savings" to invest on productive 
small livestock raising activities. 

The status of information on all of these indicators were reported "Zero" see table 
(10) annex (I). This implies zero achievement of women saving and women 
investment targeted on small livestock. 



* In real tradition of Afghanistan, livestock particularly sheep, goats & dairy cows are very belonging to 
women ownership. Only women own few "free moving around the compound of the house chicken".

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2.3.5 Farm to Market Linkages (output goal 5):

Three main indicators were focused upon in the baseline survey. 

1) Travel time by vehicles from village to the nearest market 

2) Road length requiring to be resurfaced (Km) 

3) Road structures needed. 

The statuses of information/ (required data), on all of these indicators are 
presented in table (1 1 ) annex (I) & figure (18, 19 and 20). ' 
Travel time by vehicle to the nearest market is reported for all of the 13 selected 
surveyed communities. 

In Ghazni it ranges between 5 minutes and one hour and 30 minutes. In Wardak, 
travel time to the nearest market was ranging from 4 minutes up to 50 minutes in 
6 communities of that province. 

Figure (18), illustrates travel times to the nearest market graphically for all of the 
13 communities and figure 19 & 20 illustrate road length and road structure 
needed in selected surveyed communities. 

As a process of communities "need assessment", information on road upgrading 
and "resurfacing needs" and "road structures" required are collected at 
community level in the baseline survey. In Ghazni, 6 communities have reported 
22 Km of "road resurfacing" required and 6 communities have reported 113 "road 
structures" needed. 

4 surveyed communities in Wardak have shown the needs for ,17 Km of "road 
resurfacing'/ upgrading" and 24 "road structures".

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Figure (19) : Road length required upgrading ( Km) (Table 11 annex I)

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2.3.6 Farmers Growing Cash Crops (output goal 6): 

The statement of this output goal: 

20% of fanning households in villages in which SoLARR is active grow wider range 
of cash crops. 

The indicators for this output goal focused upon during the SoLARR baseline 
survey were as follows: 

1 ) % of farmers growing cash crops 

2) Number of "cash crop varieties" growing by farmers 

3) Number of "cash crop varieties" available in the market 
Referring to table (12). annex (I) and figure (21), from the total number of farmer 
reported in each province. 

• 27% were growing cash crops in the 7 communities of Ghazni 

• 52% were growing cash crops in 6 communities of Wardak. 

• 35% of all farmers surveyed in the 2 SoLARR targeted provinces 
(13 communities) are growing cash crops. 

The proportion or (%) of farmers growing cash crops are illustrated on community 
bases in figure (21) graphically. 

On cash crop 2varieties (kinds) grcwrTand available in the market, table (12), 
annex (I) and figure (22) are showing the baseline reporting for all of the SoLARR 
targeted*13 communities. 

• In Ghazni 7 surveyed communities from 1 - 4 cash crop varieties 
(kinds) are grown and from 2-10 were reported available in the 
market. It appears that Ghazni is an importer of cash crops from 
other places. 

• In Wardak. 3-4 varieties were reported grown while up to 5 -10 
varieties were available in the market. Though, in terms of 
volume of cash crop production (proportion of land under cash 
crops). Wardak is an exporter of cash crop to out side provinces 
(particularly Kabul). However in terms of varieties kinds available 
in the market, it is showing importing of some of the cash crops 
verities from the out side. 

For community level illustration of cash crop varieties grown and availability in 
the market figure (22) provides a graphical illustration for all of the 13 surveyed 
communities of the two provinces. 

Related to land tenure status of farmers, (table 12, annex I & figure 23), the 
SoLARR baseline survey reflects that in all of the 13 surveyed communities, a 
large proportion (42%) of 4325 farmers are "owner cultivators" and 2247 (52%) 
are landless formers. 

The proportions of these tenure types (owner cultivator) are:

40 personSy particularly the most vulnerable, have better opportunities for self employment 
as a result of receiving skills training & financial support from zakat for investment 



The indicators specified for this output goal in the SoLARR M&E plan are as 
follows: 

1 ) Number of vulnerable persons trained 

2) Number of vulnerable persons received funds from zakat. 

. 3) Number of vulnerable persons invested funds received 

from zakat and income generating activities. 
4) Number of trainees earning Income six months after 
starting income generating activities. 
Referring to table (13) annex (I) figure 25 it is shown that required data was 
collected in baseline survey on these indicators. 

• On skill training received, only 7 vulnerable men were reported in 
2 communities of Ghazni and 9 men \A(ere reported in 2 
communities of Wardak. 

• Related to the way of distribution of "saddaqa/ zakat", 6 group 
responses were given in 6 communities of Ghazni and 6 
communities of Wardak on individuals being the distribution 
channels of zakat and saddaqa and only one response, on 
"committee existence" in Ghazni for this purpose. 

• In Wardak the responses on "committee" being the channel of 
zakat were none. 

• In Ghazni (Safari Khail community) has reported the existence of 
6 zakat committee. 

In all of the 13 community there was no reporting on income generation 
activities from received saddaga and zakat funds and on running of any income 
generation business successfully just six months after starting. 
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.8 Trees Planted And Sapling Alive 12 months After Planting in The 
Project Areas (output goal 8): 

The statement of this out put goal: 

2,000,000 trees are available after seven years to provide timber for construction. 



The indicator basically required for this output goal, was the "number of sapling 
alive 12 months after planting". Looking at table (14) annex (I), figure 26 & 27 
through villagers men group interviews the possible information collected at the 
community level are as follows: 

1 ) Number of poplar trees planted in 1 998 

2) Number of poplar trees planted in 1999 

3) Total poplar trees planted in 1999 and 1998 

4) Total saplings alive at the survey time (Apr. - May 2000) 

Here for the baseline purpose the last indicator (sapling alive at the survey time), 
is reported. This reporting is including the alive trees from what ever was planted 
in 1998 (2 year ago) and in 1999, which was planted one year before the survey. 
(See the 4 column of table 14, annex I). 

In figure (26), the number of trees planted at 1998 and 1999 and the total 
standing alive at the survey time (Apr. - May 2000) is presented graphically 

Referring to the last column of table (14), it is shows that the (%) of survival of 
poplar trees on provincial base are as follows: 

1) In Ghazni trees survived during 1998 and 1999 up to survey time 
(Apr. - May 2000) was 33% 

2) In Wardak 1 9% of trees survived from 1 998 - 1 999 up to survey time 
(Apr. - May 2000). 

Figures 27 illustrate the alive trees at each one of the 13 community levels, at the 
survey time. 
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2.3.9 Volume and Quality of Drinking Water & Households using 
Drinking Water Supply Systems (output goal 9): 



The statement of this output goal: 



Potable drinking water, complying to WHO-quality standards, is accessible for 1,000 
households 



The required indicators for this output goal, specified in SoLARR M&E plan and 
logical framework are as follows: 

1 ) Volume of drinking water available from local water supply systems 

2) Quality of water available from drinking water supply system 

3) Proportion of households using local drinking water supply systems 

Related to the first indicator, information is collected on drinking water used per 
household (liter/day) from the 7 communities of Ghazni, and 6 communities of 
Wardak. See (table 15, annex I) and Figure (28) shows liter of potable water 
used per household, per day in the surveyed communities of Ghazni and 
Wardak. 

On the second indicator (quality of water) sense "E. coli count " is a highly 
technical knowledge on the quality (standard) of cleanliness of potable water, the 
respondents (Group men) have left the related question in the questioner with no 
response. The surveyors were not able to test the water and could not provide 
answers related to the quality of potable water. Thus this task has not been 
achieved during the baseline survey. 

Related to the third indicators, "proportion" of households using local drinking 
water supply system. Table (15), annex (I) provides the % of community 
households benefiting from 7 types of existing water supply system (including 
some "pip network". 

• In 7 communities of Ghazni, as an average 101%* of the 
household are depending on local water supply system 

• In 6 communities of Wardak an average of 1 09%** of community 
household are using locally providing water supply system 

Note: For rather detail explanation of local water supply system see footnote 
next page. 



• Families in some communities were using multiple sources of drinking water, therefore the average is more then 
1 00% 
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2.4 Miscellaneous Information: 

2,4.1 Household using different sources of drinking water and volume 
of water used/ day: Through the men group interviews the baseline survey 
has provided the following information on various aspects of drinking water supply 
system* in the SoLARR targeted communities. Table (15). annex (I), illustrate 
these aspects: 

Based on table 15 annex I in figure 29. HHs using different sources of potable 
water is illustrated on community bases. In figure 30 the number of sources per 
community is shown graphically. 

Drinking water supply system in rural communities. 
All local potable water supply sources from the standpoint of purpose have implications of water 
supply systems in rural communities. These sources related to rural water supply systems are 
falling in to the following separate categories: 

/- Constructed/ dug water sources only for potable water : 

1) Covered wells (an improved local water source). 

2) Uncovered wells (unimproved local source). 

//- Constructed/ dug sources for multipurpose uses: 

1) Karez used as potable water sources at the immediate flow outlet point (an 

improved local source) i 

2) Karez used as a potable water source at its lower level from the initial out flow 
point (an unimproved local potable water source). 

Ill' Natural under ground water out flow as a source for multipurpose uses: 

1) Spring used as a source of potable water at it's immediate out flow point (an 
improved source for local potable water). 

2) Spring used as sources of potable water at the lower then immediate outflow point 
(an unimproved source of potable water). 

IV- Canals: Water diverted from river for multipurpose uses (this is mainly an unimproved 
potable water source). 

F- Reservoir: water supply storage dug as a pit in the ground for collectiing potable water. 
This is an unimproved water supply source, because the pit is filled in the occasion of 
watering (irrigating) the field from various water sources. It stays stagnated and 
unprotected tip until the refllling time during the next irrigation of the fields. 

VI' Pip water: An '' improved protected " reservoir constructed when water is available from 
under ground sources (karez & spring) and from where it is distributed to the collection 
point within the community or in a specific water collection point in particular village. 
Only 25 households in one community ofWardak reported the using of this system. 

Note: Local water supply systems for M^hich data is collect in the SoLARR baseline survey (table 
15 annex I) are almost combinations of all local types where SoLARR has planned specific 
interventions for improvement. 
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According to table 15 annex I, households using drinking water sources are 
reported by women group interviews of the households as follows: 

Karez: Totally 2152 households have reported using karez as one of the 
sources in the 13 surveyed communities. 
^ From these, 1974 (92%) households are from 4 communities of 
Ghazni & 178 (8%) from 4 communities of Wardak provinces. 

Canal: Totally 418 households are reported using canal as a source of 
potable water only in Wardak province, (not in Ghazni) 

Spring: Totally 51 households were using this source in the surveyed 
communities. 

From these, 10 households are from one community of Ghazni 
and 41 from 2 communities of Wardak provinces are reported 
using this source of water. 

Pipe Network: This source of potable water is not reported in any of the 

surveyed communities. 
Covered Well: It is a drinking water source for 840 households in the 

two SoLARR/ BPRM 13 selected target provinces. 

In the 7 communities of Ghazni, 752 households were reported 

using covered wells. 

88 households from 4 communities Wardak province reported 
using this source. 

Uncovered Well: This has been reported as one of the locally used 
source of drinking water in the reported communities. Totally in 
the 2 provinces (896) households have reported using this 
source of drinking water. From these households, 496 were in 6 
communities of Ghazni, 400 were in 3 communities of Wardak 
provinces. 

Reservoir: This is a locally dug water storage pool within the villages 

from where the households carry their needed amount of 
^ potable water to their houses. This sources is sometime used 

for needs of livestock if potable water source is available 
close by to the village. It could be used for both purposes if 
the access to clean water is a problem. This potable water 
source is not reported at all. 
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2.4.2 The. Poverty Status in SoLARR targeted Communities: Poverty 
"Faqir" is a deep-rooted socio-economic problem in many of the households of 
SoLARR targeted communities. During the baseline survey, "Poor households " 
were identified through community group interviews, and they were divided in to 
the following four categories. 

1) Widows with children without a male supporting reliance. 

2) Disable headed households, highly dependent on communities/ 
relatives givings. 

3) Impoverished "Faqir" households highly relied upon charities & 
alms. 

4) Land less households without a sustainable sources of income 
and very highly dependent (bounded) on daily works within the 
communities. 

5) Newly returned vulnerable. These are the newly returnee HHs 
highly in need of community assistance before standing on their 
own foot of socio-economic abilities. 

Referring to table (16) annex (I) & figure 31 & 32. Through the baseline survey, 
totally 216 widow headed households were identified in the 13 selected SoLARR 
targeted communities. From these: 

125 households were in the 7 communities of Ghazni 
91 in the 5 communities of Wardak 

Disabled headed households were 92 in the 2 provinces. From these: 
36 were in the 6 communities of Ghazni 
56, were belonging to the 6 communities of Wardak 

The baseline survey identified 32 Faqir or "impoverished households" in the 
SoLARR targeted communities. From these: 

3 were belonging to one community of Ghazni. 

29 to 5 communities of Wardak 
In all of the 2 provinces 248 households were shown as land less and without 
income: 

131 of these households were reported in Wardak 
117 in Ghazni 

In general, the sums of the households within all of the 5 types of poverty-trapped 
households are shown in the right hand column of table (16) annex (I). For a 
comparative view of the community households overall poverty status, figure (31 
& 32) presents this aspect graphically. 

The fifth category of poverty group is the newly returned vulnerable. Totally 443 
households are identified in this category. From this category, 117 (26%) are 
reported in 5 communities of Ghazni and 326 (74%) are reported in 5 
communities of Wardak.

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CHAPTER 1-INTRODUCTION 



An Overview on CARE Rural programs in Afghanistan 

CARE International historical strategy of assistance in Afghanistan has been 
broadly a building up process over a continuum of relief, rehabilitation and 
development efforts highly focused on the rural sector of Afghan communities. 
Through the process of this gradual building up, CARE International in 
Afghanistan has implemented programs mainly focused to the needs of 
livelihood of Returnee households that were forced to migrate out of the 
country by Russian occupation and the internal pov\/er struggle wars in 
Afghanistan. Also to the needs of those who are internally displaced due these 
disturbances. 

At the initial phase , the CARE "Afghan Village Assistance" program (AVA), 
mainly based on food assistance for rural rehabilitation works was the focal 
program. Considering the central strategies of this phase, it was mainly a relief 
and rehabilitation process through which food for work and rehabilitation works 
in rural areas were the core activities. 

Through this program, refugees were encouraged to return back to their 
villages and to initiate the process of rehabilitation of their farms and other 
rural productive activities. < 
Following to CARE (AVA) program , food security program was considered to 
be strengthen from within the villages. This renewal of strategy was for the 
main purpose of attracting refugee back to their villages. Within this phase the 
previous (AVA), was adjusted in to a new community focused program called 
"Security of Food for Afghan Refugees", (SOFAR). 

This phase was within the spectrum of rural rehabilitation process basically 
linked to the rural development initial stage. 

After SOFAR . CARE International mission in Afghanistan became inclined to a 
broader spectrum of villager livelihood security as a main goal. 

Within the frame of this phase the process of attracting the Afghan refugees 
and displaced population back to their villages was mainly linked to the needs 
of "household livelihood security". Here the refugees and IDPs were targeted 
to become assured to return back to their villages for restarting their 
production, income generation, housing rehabilitation and enhancing the 
development process through action based integration of socio-economic 
activities. This program according to it's final goal was the Secunty of 
livelihood for Afghan Returned Refugees" SoLARR. It is still ongoing and is 
covering a broader base of interventions within a framework of core sectors

and a pilot sector. The pilot sector is based on a semi experimental/ research 
agenda of activities. 

Following to the lessons learned from the previous projects ,, security of 
livelihood for Returned Afghan Refugees (SoLARR) was designed as a special 
follow up projects to the previous BPRM Funded Projects during the last two 
years (the years before September 1999). 

The focus of this phase of CARE project is to ensure the reintegration of the 
Returned Refugees to their villages and communities for a normal and secure 
stand in their socio-economic environment and use of t|ieir resources for 
supporting of their livelihood. 

The present report reflects the pre-SoLARR conditions in 13 communities of 
the two CARE focused provinces of Ghazni and Wardak. 

1.2 integrating Baseline Surveys in CARE Afghanistan Rural 

Assistance Program 

Baseline surveys have always provided information for the process of 
monitoring and evaluation of CARE rural rehabilitation and development 
programs. These surveys have been mainly focused to provide a bench- 
marks and basic measurement grounds for the changes in the targeted goals 
of the CARE project /programs. 

The current report as mentioned in section (1.1) is reflecting the results of a 
baseline survey highly focused to the core and some pilot sectors of CARE 
Afghanistan SoLARR/ BPRM program. 

1.2.1 SoLARR/ BPRM Baseline Coverage 

The output of the survey, which is processed and presented in this report, is 
covering 48 villages in 13 communities of 4 districts in 2 provinces of south 
central of Afghanistan. 

Table (1) is illustrating the SoLARR/BPRM provincial locations and the related 
community and village coverage in each one of the provinces.
